1954-55 BOOK STORe PROFITS

Tlie Ne.v Union Fund was voted the major portion of the Bock Store |}rofits for 1031-55 last 
night by the Students' Exècutive Council after it decided to abolish the rebates system which was 
in effect last year. 

The sum voted will be between $5000 to $7000 if the profits this year ore as high os they 
were for the session of 1953-54. 

$200 of the profits will go toward the upkeep of o student lending librory of popular books to 



be established this year. 

The suggestion for this new method of distributing the bookstore 
profits -was brought forward in a report on the matter by Colin Forbes, 
Dick Cowan and Bill Sauve. 

The report noted that the avei-ajre student received less than one 
dollar as his portion of the rebates, and that such u sum was not 
worth the trouble of making out the cheque and mailing it. It was 
suggested that the gesture of giving the profits to the New Union Fund 
might encourage outside contributions.

ARTS AND SCIENCE 
Answer : 

Colleen Cooil : (3) "Bookstore 
rebates should be discontinued or 
increased to 10%. 3% is insuffi- 
cient and "red-tape" excessive. The 
present surplus should bciused for 
improvements in the store itself, 
e.g., its enlargement and a more 
efficient 'cashier system. 

(4) "Most certainly banners 
should be hung on both Graduates 
Row and the Union. It is an ex- 
cellent method of advertising ma- 
jor campus activities, not only to 
.McGill students but also to the 
Montreal public." 

Sean Grcsham : (3) "Bookstore 
profits should be used to offset a 
drop In sales of new 'books,>which 
would occur when the second-hand 
book mart is inaugurated". 

(4) "Banners could not offend 
anyone's taste, if they were dis- 
played in front of some ugly edi- 
fice such as the engineering build- 
ing." 

Anne Lucas : (4) "Yes, I believe 
publicity ibnnners should be hung 
on the ix)a(l between the Koddick 
gates and the Arts building. Mc- 
Gill is becoming too stolid. The 
banners are icminiscent of a more 
spiiited era of McGill". 
ji^ Barbara Notkin: (3) "Individual 
returns from the rebates ore too 
small to warrent the ; amount of 
time and work necessary- to carry 
out tho scheme. Profits should be 
used as a contribution towards 
iNew Union fund or scholarships". 
"(4): "At an SEC meeting last 
year, the problem of hanging ban- 
ners was discussed. Since the 
practice has been discontinued by 
a general council vote, the reasons 
then given, must bo sufficient to 
dismiss the idea again." 

John Sanderson : (3) "The pre- 
sent system of book rebates should 
be abolished since nO one benefits 
appreciably. The profits should be 
deposited 'with the SBC, there to 
be allocated to meet student 
needs." 

(4): "I see no possible reason 
why banners should not be hung 
on the Union or Graduates Row. 
While it might detract from the 
dignity of the university, it would 
provide necessary publicity for 
campus events". 

DENTISTRY 

Don Beaupric : (3) "The high 
cost of handling renders impracti- 
cal the present system of bookstore 
rebates. "Would it be possible to 
give an immediate refund of ap-

proxinmtely 5% on purchases of 
$1.00 or over? Failing this, the 
])rofits should ibc turned over to 
New Union fund". 

(4): "Torn and flapping banners 
which arc displayed look untidy. 
They are also expensive. However, 
we should have banners as not 
only do they advertize student ac- 
tivities, but also ad<i color to the 
campus. Clieaper materials can be 
used, and a fine levied for display- 
ing them lon(,'er than necessary". 
COMMRRCR 
Clarence Blalt : (3) "1 defini- 
tely do not think these rebates 
should be continued as it is not 
worth the time, effort or cxiiense 
involved. Instead, the money should 
be used to lower the Stiident So- 
ciety fees for the following year. 

(4) "Handing publicity banners 
In these places is permissible as 
long as they <lo not spoil the sur- 
roundings by being loud and gau- 
dy. These spots are excellent us 
they are in full view of both the 
public and the student." 

John Jackson : (3) "I feel last 
year's rebate system was both in- 
efficient and ineffective. The sur- 
plus could be <iiverted towards a 
New Union Fund to show the ad- 
ministration we really want a new 
Union". 

ENGINEERING 

Maurice Vczina : (3) "By now 
the Bookstore should know its ap- 
proximate annual operating costs; 
consequently, there is no real need 
for excessive profits. In some 
cases tho Bookstore sells at higher 
prices than downtown competitors.

Ac- 
tually it is a 175-year-old ivory 
model of IJIiavadagad Gita, the 
Holy Book of the Hindus, 
lioradabad 
Itoriidaliud is famous for its 
hrasswarv, inlaid with colour- 
ed enamel. Here are small ash- 
trays shaped like slippers and 
shallow bowls which are used 
only for decoration. Tlierc is 
also a hiehly polished brass 
elephant hell, which on sight 
one hardly connects with cle- 
hants. In India, it Is hung 
around the neck of the ele- 
phant when he appears In a 
ceremonial procession. It 
seems rather impractical to 
hang such a lovely bell on a 
grubby old elephant, but who 
am I to diddle around with 
mysterious Eastern customs. 
McGill women will be pleased to 
know that the dolls on display are 
one of the few articles that the 
women of India mako themselves.

SUMMER SCHOOLS IN 
ENGLAND FOR GRADS 



Under a joint programme at 
Oxford, at Stratford-upon-Avon, 
and at the two capital cities of 

London and Edinburgh, Sumrtier 
Schools are being offered for 1955 
in Britain. 

British Universities have com- 
bined since 1948 to organize an- 
nually a special programme of 
Summer Schools providing pri- 
marily for the nce<is of post- 
graduate students from the Uni- 
versities of America, Europe and 
the British Commonwealth. 

The Edinburgh School, arranged 
jointly by the Scottish Universi- 
ties, will deal with a historical 



survey of European civilization. 

In London the cour.sc on Art, 
Literature And Music In England, 
lCCO-1780 will use the special 
material for study of the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries 
preserved in London's buildings, 
galleries and records. 

At Stratford-upon-Avon the 
course on Shakespeare and Eliza- 
bethan Drama is being arranged 
under the auspices of the Universi- 
ty of Birmingham. Politics and 
litrcnture in the twentieth century 
will be studied at Oxford. 

Each course will run about six 



weeks, from the beginning of July 
until the middle of August, nnd 
will have from 80 to 140 students. 

Accommodations for these 
courses will vary; two per hotel 
room in Stratford, separate rooms 
in the other universities, with 
meals taken communally at Ox- 
ford. In most cases librory facil- 
ities arc easily accessible. 

The fees arc as follows: Bir- 
mingham, ?204 for room, board 
and tuition. Tuition alone at Ox- 
ford, $212, at London, $187, Scot- 
tish Universities, $212.
